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B.C/s Labor Code 


E ARNEST consideration ahoukl be 
given to Mr. E E. Paarlman'i 
recommendations for the complete 
overhauling of British Columbia's 
labor disputes settlement procedures. 
Mr. Pesnman is one of the province's 
leading authorities on the subject, 
and has a breadth of personal experi¬ 
ence as a lawyer and as a negotiator 
In Industrial disagreements fully 
qualifying him to oner advice as to 
how the B.C. labor code could be 
Improved. 

First and foremost he recom¬ 
mends the establishment of labor 
courts and arbitration boards to 
achieve a degree of finality in the 
composure of disputes not attainable 
under the existing procedures. The 
impotence In some circumstances of 
the R (\ conciliation and arbitration 
(so-called) processes has been exem- 
llfled times without number. Mr. 
carlman would have arbitration 
boards vested wfch sufficient author¬ 
ity to end disputes a great deal more 
expeditiously than Is possible now. 

He would also have vital services 
which cannot be interrupted without 
serious co n seq u e n c es to the commu-

nlty brought urtBer compulsory arbi¬ 
tration where disputes fail to yield 
to the preliminary processes In this 
category would be policemen, fire¬ 
men. sanitation and public health 
staffs, teachers and all those respon¬ 
sible for the continuous operation of 
essential services. Private operations 
would not be subject to this compul¬ 
sion, but the facilities of arbitration 
would be available to them on 
request. 

Another important recommenda¬ 
tion is that tribunals responsible for 
the settlement of labor differences 
should be headed by judges. This is 
so eminently sound that It should 
need little emphasis. If it is deemed 
proper for civil suits, involving pos¬ 
sibly only two persons and relatively 
small amounts of money, to be heard 
by permanently appointed judges 
trained in the law, surely it is much 
more important that disputes involv¬ 
ing the wage scales of hundreds or 
thousands ot employees, the stability 
of large Industries or the tax reven¬ 
ues of public bodies should be taken 
before impartial judges with the 
training necessary for the rendering 
of wise decisions. 


Commission Reports 


I 


N a lengthy report tabled yester¬ 
day in the House of Commons, 
Ottawa, the royal commission on 
copyright, patents and industrial 
deafen gave its recommendations on 
Canadian patent law. the last of 
three studies assigned to it some six 
yean ago. Of a number of express 
recommends tkms presented, two are 
likely to attract considerable atten¬ 
tion. One urges that where patent 
has been granted in the protection 
of drugs and similar specialties, the 
patent holder should not be permit¬ 
ted to withhold licence to manufac¬ 
ture under the terms of the patent, 
and that price-fixing on any leasing 
of rights should be outlawed. This 
aims at the recent situation where 
the sale of aome drug specialties has 


erring. 

There is tittle doubt that the pres¬ 
ent law puts the patent holder in a 
position of considerable power with 
regard to the manufacture and use 
of his product If that extends to 
actual price-fixing as tjte commission 
Implies, there certainly should be a 
remedy for such a state of affairs. 
Similarly, probation by withholding 


patent rights from legitimate develop¬ 
ment might wed have been part of 
the means used to keep some speciali¬ 
ties in the pest in the rare, and there¬ 
fore high-priced, brackets. This 
recommendation would hit at‘ the 
root of the trouble, and cOuld be very 
effective if uniformly applied. 

The other recommendation which 
challenges attention is.one suggest¬ 
ing that Canada revoke provision in 
existing patent law requiring proof 
of an applicant's Initial and prior 
discovery of an invention that is to 
be patented. The commission suggests 
that the patent should go to the first 
individual to apply with a view to 
the application of the invention con¬ 
cerned. It points out that this is the 
practice In sMeral other countries. 
With due respect to the inquiring 
panel, this change is one which would 
seem to require the closest of licens¬ 
ing safeguards. The recorfl of inven¬ 
tors is that they struggle long before 
they receive any attention, and pften 
have to sell their invention outright 
before it will be taken up commer¬ 
cially. To hold that patent protec¬ 
tion can leap-frog the inventor is 
going very far. 


Weather Monitoring 


■ELECTRONIC pictures of the hid- 
•*“' den side of the moon, and now 
of cloud formations over a consid¬ 
erable section of the earth no doubt 
are harbingers of times when similar 
means can be used to promulgate 
world-wide weather forecasts and 
other things. The transmitted pic¬ 
tures from the new American satel¬ 
lite do not show detail on the earth’s 
surface, but they give a reasonably 
clear view of gathering storms in the 
atmosphere. Meteorologists have 
said that if, instead of one satellite 
making its rounds, there were 12 
satellites evenly spaced to cover 
field their information would be in¬ 
valuable. 

Gains in meteorology have been 
impressive during the last decade. 
A world-wide weather chart is one 
of its aims today. It may be some 
time before that achievement can be 


realised, but the benefits then should 
be impressive. Advices to shipping 
at sea and planes in the air, the out¬ 
look for field crops and harvests In 
any section of the globe, accurate 
warning of hurricanes and other 
gales which create havoc on land and 
sea come within the scope of what 
meteorologists would he able to fur¬ 
nish if they have a complete report 
of what is happening in the upper 
air over most of the globe. It might 
be an expensive way to get the infor¬ 
mation, but there could be little 
doubt as to its value. 

There are, of course, other pos¬ 
sibilities with high-view surveillance 
of the surface of the earth by this 
means, gome disturbing and others 
not so. What one trusts will never, 
never come is a wandering satellite 
which broadcasts commercials 24 
hours a day, 365 days in the year. 
That would be the last straw.

In that year 13 countries introduced 
a IN resolution holding that Boutll 
Africa’s racial conflict wit creating a 
dangerous and explosive situation which 
constituted » threat to International 
peace and a violation of human rights. 

This wording expresses precisely the 
views of the 29 Afro Asian nations which 
called for the special Security Council 
meeting following the killing of South 
African natives March ft. 

The seventh General Assembly in 1952 
passed two resolutions, one of which 
established a three-man commission to 
study the apartheid situation.

Hia disconcerting conclusion about 
these—"that moat of them are en¬ 
tirely unreliable”—will scarcely en¬ 
dear him to recent authors of this 
ilk. nor will it reassure any of his 
Own colleagues who may contemplate 
putting their life stories into print. 

Especially since he caps his ver¬ 
dict by saying "I would rather taka 
my fiction straight” 

In a sense a book of memoirs is a 
form of vanity. In that it presupposes 
an audience interested in the author 
concerned. When the autobiography 
is that of a public man, however, the 
policies that influence public affairs 
are involved. Political memoirs and 
biography become part of the na¬ 
tional archives. 

It would be expecting the impos¬ 
sible to hope that these could be 
wholly objective and impartial. The 
author-Is bound to present his side 
of any issue involved In the light of 
his own views about it; he might 
even be. as T. E. Lawrence said of his 
Arabian memoirs, "fighting on hia 
own midden.” Even at best truth 
may be relative and only the truth 
as tha writer sees it.

No one is going to portray him¬ 
self unfavorably, and so the correc¬ 
tive to any autobiography of political 
Importance must bo found In reading 
an opposite version of the story that 
is told. Assuming, that Is. that a 
happy mean can be struck by this 
means, which is not always certain 

If there comes a day when Mr. 
Diefenbaker and Mr. Pearson write 
• their memoirs neither will paint any 
warts as his own. They wouldn’t he 
human if they did. Even Mr. Bevan a 
memoirs, happening that he changes 
his mind some day. will not be free 
from the judgment he passes on 
other works. One doubts that mem¬ 
oirs are exactly fictional, howeyer 

Mr. Bevan is recovering, fortu¬ 
nately. from a major operation, and 
spends his time watching television 
and reading newspapers The former 
he finds depressing anjl of the latter 
he says "it is my one form of con¬ 
tinuous fiction." 

One cannot help wondering if 
when newspapers quote him verbatim 
he considers his remarks to be fic¬ 
tional He may simply have been 
In a fictional mood, of course; per 
haps the whole interview on which 
the foregoing is based was a piece of 
fiction itself.

ANOTHER YEAR OF PROGRESS IN PUBLIC SERVICE 



In 1959, TCA service to the public was again improved and expanded, while the general pattern of pa&senger fares 
remained stable. For the ninth consecutive year, the air line made a profit • Thus TCA fulfilled its role as a pub- 
blicly-owned enterprise, bringing the benefits of air transportation to more and more people, at the lowest fares 
consistent with the maintenance of a high standard of service, while at the same time paying the going rate of return 
on the public capital invested in the Company • It is noteworthy that, in addition to its main routes, TCA operates 
to a large number of communities of relatively small population that would not normally be served by an enter¬ 
prise concerned solely with profit potential. 


Following the trend of recent yean, traffic growth continued 
In 1959. The number of passengers carried increased by 13% 
over 195g u> the record total of 3.209.197, while total revenues 
rose 12% to $134,679,948. Nat income for she year amounted 
to $152,554. 

Load factors - the percentage of seats occupied - declined 
from 69.3% to 66.5% during the year, the result mainly of 
the advent of a second trans-continental carrier, and of the 
competitive pressure of jet equipment on the Atlantic routes. 
This downward influence on net income was largely offset by 
marked improvement in unit operating costs. 

Operating expenses increased 12%, but a marked improve¬ 
ment was shown in these expenses when related to the I5%* 
increase in ton-miles of transportation available for sale. Among 
the factors contributing to this result were greater use of 
modern aircraft, lower fuel prices and the advantages of grow¬ 
ing volume. The efficient use of staff enabled the additional 
capacity to be provided with an increase of only 3.4% in the 
average number of employees. 

The planned expansion of capacity was achieved by greater 
flight frequency and the use of additional aircraft. In effect, 
four Viscounts and two Super Constellations were added to the 
TCA fleet during 1959. 

Trans-continental service was increased to 12 daily round 
trip flights in the summer months. As many as 18 flights a week 


were operated to Britain and Europe. Service between Canada 
and Austria began in May with a weekly flight to Vienna. For 
the first time, vrvice by turbine-powered Viscount was extended 
to Tampa. Florida. 

Increases were shown in Air Freight and Air Express opera¬ 
tions. and the Company actively continued to promote these 
services, which in its view have great potential TCAV’in co¬ 
operation with the Canadian Post Office Department, again 
made a major contribution to one of tha world's most expedi¬ 
tious mail delivery systems.

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Magnolia’s Happy 


By M. V. canitix FRHh 

Scams to me the mere mention of 
magnolia conjures up a mental pic¬ 
ture of the deep south of (all- 
pillared colonial mansions and cotton 
field,, of Rhett Butler and Scarlet 
O'Hara, of happy negroes strumming 
banjoes In the ''quarter,- behind the 
Big House. Vancouver Island la a 
long way from Wfglnla, but the mag¬ 
nolia la perfectly at home In our 
climate. 

It la a tree of distinction, and a 
apariman planted this spring would 
be an investment yielding over the 
years a return all out ol proportion 
to Its trifling coat. While it la jual a 
little late now for the planting of 
bare root trees, modern nurserymen 
aeU their magnolias either ’canned- 

potted up In large tin cana-or "B 
A B." which means ballad and bur 
lapped a goad ball of soil around 
the roots and carefully wrapped in 
burlap sacking Specimens prepared 
tn this fashion can be planted aa late 
aa you please, aa the planting In¬ 
volves no root shock or disturbance 
at alL 

* « * 

Some of this family are very shy 
bloomers — the fabulous magnolia 
rampbeilll. for Instance, has been 
known to dawdle along for 40 years 
before the firm of its lavaly rose pink 
flowers appeared. There are others 
which will Moom the year after 
planting and a few which would even 
pop out a few cupshaped blosaoma a 


couple of weeks after they are pur¬ 
chased and set out 

The magnolia of the old south la 
Grandlflora. which retains Its leaves 
through the winter and la probably 
the lineal evergreen plant we can 
grow here. The flowers are rather 
sparse and a bit alow In coming, but 
are well worth waiting for. aa they 
are enormous cupshaped goblets, up 
to 10 Inchea across, with waxy 
creamy-white petals and a lovely 
fruity scent A good specimen will 
aet you back about *730 and. for heat 
remits It ahouM be grown under the 
protection of a south facing wall. 

• * * 

The name “tulip tree- la some 
time, applied to magnolia soul 
angeana, although this name actually 
belongs to Llriodendron. a forest 
tree from the Carolina,. Soulangeana 
la the oije moat commonly grown 
hereabouts.’with gobletshaped flow- 
era white within and purple-flushed 
on the outside. These plant! run 
ordinarily from *3.50 to no depend¬ 
ing on the size and age of the tree, 
but I saw some advertised recently 
for *230. which la a terrific buy. 

Magnolia stellata. the -star" mag- 
nolia. la the one for the Impatient 
gardener, for It blooms at an earlier 
age than any of the family-In fact. 
It la possible to buy and plant 
”B A B” specimens already In bud 
and ready to flower. The blossoms 
are white and starshaped, quite un¬ 
like the goblet form of the other 


magnolias, and Its fragrance la light 
and singularly refreshing Price, are 
about the same aa far Soulangeana. 

— * * * 

The magnolias like a well drained 
eoll enriched with peat moss and ieet- 
mould, and a position shaded from 
the early morning sun, ao flower buds 
nipped by a spring frost will hare a 
chance to thaw out skmily before tha 
sun hits them. They appreciate a 
heavy mulch of half-rotted leaves 
over the roots, which should be 
topped up annually. 

It you bay a canned specimen, 
have your nurseryman gilt the metal 
with his special shippers before you 
take It home. A 'BAB* tree should 
be placed In the planting hole first, 
then cut away as much of the sack- - 
Ing as will come awgy readily, dis¬ 
turbing the root, as little aa possible 
but straightening any long ones 
which are curled up, then cover with 
peaty soil quickly to avoid any drying 
out Water In with a few drops at 
vttamio Bl In the water, and finish 
■he filling In with loose, dry eoll on 
lop. Sprty the foliage frequently 
with clear water tha first summer,
